On Saturday last the most dis- 
astrous fire that ever occurred ty 
al wiped out of existance the | 
town of Fernie, B.C. and a number |

Michel. Only one business plaice is 
left standing. in Fernie, that of the 
Western Canada Wholesale Com- | 
pany, which was.a fire-proof build-| 
ing. 

The town of Hosmer has heen! 
partly destroyed and Michel, which 
has been surrounded by forest fires! 
for several days, is still safe, but not | 
out of danger. The cause of the 
disaster was a bush fire fanned by | 
an exceedingly strong wind, 

In Fernie alone about 6000 people 
have been left homeless, and as it) 
was impossible to save anyching 
they have nothing left except the} 
clothes they wore at tee time, 

Relief has been pouring in from 
allover Cannda und many parts of| 
the States, Upto the present time| 
about $50,000 in money and several; 
train loxds of provisions have been 
sent to the aid of the sufierers, The 
Great Northern is completely oat ef 
commission on account of the num- 
ber of bridges burnt, The C. P. R 
has, however, kept running and 
great credit: is due them for the way 
they have come to the rescue, This 
Company turned their whole avail- 
able force to the relief of the dis- 
tressed. They transported large 
numbers, especially women and 
children, t0 Cranbrook, Nelson, and 
other points east and west, where 
they would be in safety, They also 
rushed supplies to Fernie from all
